Except Lifton* Who want e^ those letters not to be around or perhaps saw liw# he could 
use them, if necessary, as he has done in the past, for blackmail. Only Lifton could 
have told Rick to check for such a file, ^ikewise, in my subject files, wMch you may 


recall are duplicate copies by name and subject, the duplicates of the FBI records on 
Thornley trying to become an informer for it are no'ty'gone* ^ith onljs the same interest 
in wanting them rather than the readily available copies.
